W ashington. Nov. 26— T here is 
no m ystery about th e unwilling­ 
ness of P resident Coolidge to a n ­ 
nounce his plans for the future. 
H e has m ade It clear th a t he will 
n o t decide on the m any sugges­ 
tions and opportunities th a t have 
been offered him until afte r March 
4. 
The reason is th a t 
the 
presi­ 
den t feels it would be indelicate 
of him to m ake any business or 
professional connection or to en­ 
te r into any contracts or engage­ 
m ents of a 
personal 
ch aracter 
while he still holds the office of 
president of the United States. It 
is not th a t he would be u nable to 
differentiate in his decisions on 
questions affecting public policy 
as they m ight relate to his future 
business affiliations but he feels 
th a t the president ought not to be 
em barrassed by the presence of 
any such possible conflict. 
Regard for Ethics. 
No m an ever held the presiden­ 
cy of the United States who had 
a hig h er regard for the ethics of 
his office. 
Mr. Coolidge did not 
fo r instance make an active cam ­ 
paign for himself in 1924 and he 
did not under the sam e line of 
reasoning make a cam paign for 
th e candidate who w as to be his 
successor. 
H e did not Intervene 
in the contests between candidates 
before the national conventions. 
And if the tru th w ere know n, his 
f a m o u s 
I-do-not-choose-to-run 
statem ent was prom pted as m uch 
by a desire to keep th e presiden­ 
tial office aloof from 
th e 
criti­ 
cism of seeking continuation 
in 
pow er as it was a disinclination 
to continue in public 
service 
at 
th is time. 


Some Do Not W ait. 
In recent years the practice of 
engaging men in the governm ent 
service before they actually te r­ 
m inate their period 
of 
em ploy­ 
m e n t has been the 
subject 
of 
m uch discussion. 
W hile it is tru e 
th a t men who resign to en ter pri­ 
v ate life can not always v o lu n tar­ 
ily seek those positions and are 
frequently ten d ered offers by per­ 
sons w ith w hom th ey become ac­ 
quainted in th e conduct of gov­ 
ern m en t business it is also tru e 
th a t on m ore th an one occasion 
congressional criticism has been 
visited upon governm ent officers 
w ho on resigning im m ediately ap­ 
peared as attorneys 
or business 
representatives to practice before 
th e very departm ents or bureaus 
in which they 
them selves 
were 
employed. 
In some 
instances 
congress has enacted legislation 
preventing 
such 
persons 
from 
practicing fo r a t least two years 
before th e governm ental bureaus 
to which they had been attached. 
H as Many Offers. 
Mr. Coolidge has m any 
offers 
u n d er consideration. 
Some 
say 
it is unlikely he will accept, 
as 
for instance w riting 
or 
public 
speaking. 
He m eans to en ter the 
realm of silence with even more 
intensity th an has been ch aracter­ 
istic of his adm inistration. 
He 
will try for the record of being 
“ the most silent” of all ex-presi­ 
dents.

tional am ity. 
Before his H o n d u ran audience 
at Am apala. Mr. H oover expound­ 
ed his m otive in m ak in g th e good 
will to u r as it was “ m y desire to 
learn m ore of our cron m on prob­ 
lems in th e w estern hem isphere 
th a t I m ay be better fitted 
for 
the task which lies before me. 
“ And we are all of us in the 
west, interested in 
one, 
great 
com m on ta sk ,” he said th a t task 
is th e advancem ent of th e

W e are each of us 
pledged th ro u g h th e blood of our 
forefathers to national independ­

BULLS AGAIN 
RULE MARKET 


Sales Go Over Five Mil­ 
lion Mark as Prices 
Soar to New Highs

New York, Nov. 26—(ZP)—Specu­ 
lation for the rise ran riot again 
on the New York Stock Exchange 
today as the price of memberships 
soared another $25,000 to a new 
high record at $575,000. 
Suspension of business last Sat­ 
urday resulted in a heavy accumu­ 
lation of week-end buying orders, 
several blocks of 5,000 to 15,000 
shares changing hands at advanc­ 
ing prices in the first few minutes 
of trading. 
The rise was inter- 
ruped somewhat by a marking of 
a1 call money rates from 6V6 to 7 
and thence to 7V4 per cent. 
And 
the circulation of rumors, which 
later proved to be unfounded, that 
the New York 
Federal 
Reserve 
band directors, meeting today in­ 
stead of Thursday, would advance 
the rediscount rate. 
Final quotations disclosed a long 
list of net gains, many of them 
running from $5 to nearly $20 a 
share, and also a sprinkling of 
ra th e r sizeable declines, a few of 
which ran from $5 to nearly $12. 
Sales Over Five M illio n . 
F or the first tim e since the so­ 
called “Hoover m ark e t” began on 
the day after election, the aver­ 
ages of both the twenty leading in­ 
dustrial and twenty leading rail­ 
road stocks established record high 
levels, the railroad stocks previ­ 
ously having failed to top the mark 
set last spring. 
Total sales crossed the 5,000,000

stroyed building, indicating the 
boy had made no attem p t to 
leave his room.

The blaze was said to have 
been caused by an overheated 
furnace pipe and was discov­ 
ered by a Janitor, who notified 
nuns of th e St. Vincent De Paul 
Sisters of Charity, who oper­ 
ated th e home.

canaba, and his father-in-law, J. It. 
Francis. 
He wore a red mackinaw 
while hunting on Sunday, hut yes­ 
terday he w ent into the woods with 
a sheepskin-lined coat. 
The hunters separated while in 
the woods. 
Mr. Francis sighted a 
buck running into cover, and a 
couple minutes later he shot at his 
son-in-law, thinking he

The wounded hunter remained 
conscious UutP alm ost the end, nis 
last words to his wife as he weak­ 
ened from the loss of blood being:

Frederick Wickert, who was af­ 
fectionately known as “Fritzle” by 
a large circle of friends who were 
keenly grieved upon hearing the 
news of his dent it, was born in 
Janesville, Wis., August 14, 1905.

CRISIS TO BE 
REACHED THIS 
WEEK, REPORT 


HIS MAJESTY’S TEM­ 
PERATURE RAISES 
TO 101.6 


London, Nov, 26—(ZP)—It is gen­ 
erally expected by medical men. 
that the crisis in the Hines of King 
George may be reached about th e 
middle of this week and th a t until 
then no definite opinion can be 
formed. 
His m ajesty had an uncom fort­ 
able day. it was disclosed tonight, 
but on the whole the report was 
not 
considered 
unfavorable. 
Al­ 
though his physicians said yester­ 
day th at he was suffering from a 
high fever, his exact tem perature 
of 101.6 was given tonight for the 
first tim e in the regular bulletin. 
The statem ent by Sir Stanley 
Hewett and Lord Dawson of Penn, 
issued shortly after 9 p. rn., read: 
’’The king has not had a com fort­ 
able day. 
His tem perature was 
i 101.6, hut the pleurisy has not ex­ 
tended farther and his strength is 
m aintained: 
Not 
U n e x p e cte d . 
Issuance of this 
report 
from 
Buckingham palace was awaited by 
the public with perhaps greater 
anxiety than on any day since his 
majesty became ill last Wednesday. 
The two physicians had arrived, as 
usual, soon after seven in the eve­ 
ning but it was unusually later, 
after 9 o’clock, before the bulletin 
was posted in front of the palace. 
Word that the king had not had 
a comfortable day was not unex­ 
pected. since pleurisy is a painful 
disorder.

STRICTER LAW 


Immigration Rulings Dis­ 
cussed at Annual 
Convention 


New Orleans, Nov. 26—-(ZP) 
In­ 
creased restriction of immigration 
was urged here today by the an­ 
nual convention of the American 
Federation of Labor. 
This action 
was taken by endorsing the report 
of the resolutions committee, to 
which several resolutions bearing 
on immigration had been introduc­ 
ed. 
All were approved by the con­ 
vention. 
The committee, in addition to re­ 
porting favorably on the immigra­ 
tion resolutions calling for placing 
under the quota provisions Mexico, 
all l^atin American countries and 
islands adjacent 
to the 
United 
States, declared that "restrictions 
of entry of aliens into the United 
States should be more 
rigid 
in 
character, though tempered with 
human considerations and appli­ 
cable to all aliens.” 
We hold that entry into the 
United States by quota or other­ 
wise should be 
surrounded with 
greater safeguards and exercised 
with greater care,” the com m ittee 
report said. 
Form New Department? 
"We should demand more effec­ 
tive measures against bootlegging 
of immigrants and insist upon im­ 
proved methods for the discovery, 
detention and deportation of aliens 
illegally entering or remaining in 
our country. 
It has come to the 
attention of the 
committee 
that 
there are at least 1,000,000 aliens 
of illegal entry 
in 
the 
United 
States.” 
The convention also went on rec­ 
ord as favoring enforcement of im­ 
migration laws by a single depart­ 
ment of the governm ent instead of 
both the state and labor depart­ 
ments. 
John L. Lewis, president of the 
United Mine W orkers of America, 
proposed in a brief address, that 
a large endowment fund be cre­ 
ated for use in 
long 
drawn-out 
strikes such as that of the mine 
workers.

tention of 1110 American Legion, 
and covered Mexico as far south 
as 
the 
Yucatan 
border. 
Since 
priests are unwelcome in that tur­ 
bulent country, he was obliged to 
Ko incognito. 
An official call 
on 
President 
Calles, arranged by Ambassador 
Morrow, revealed that the Mexican 
chief executive is a very illiterate 
roan, “a bandit in fine clothes who 
became 
president

arms,” Fr. Seifert said. 
“He went 
into office almost penniless but dur­ 
ing his term in office he has amass­ 
ed a fortune, owns a valuable es­ 
tate of thousands of acres with a 
costly system of irrigation install­ 
ed at government expense, and has 
b palatial private residence in the 
city.” He is coached at every step 
by a self-effacing secretary who 
tells him, constantly, what to do 
and what to say. 
While bidding farewell to the 
presfdenbalect, Portes G“** yb® 
takes office next week, Fr. Seifert 
discovered 
that the "etatesman 
carried a heavy pistol in the pocket 
of his frock coat. 
The American tourists were es­ 
corted to Puebla by tfrmed guards 
so as to be prepared against at­ 
tacks by the bandits who infest 
the region. 
Vistors to Mexico are 
not welcomed with any degree of 
enthusiasm by the officials of the 
country, he stated, because the rul­ 
ing classes realize that their wel­ 
fare hinges in part on the world’s 
ignorance of the true state of af­ 


fairs there, and strangers see too 
much. 
The dress of the people was de­ 
scribed by the priest who exhibited 
a colorful shawl which the men 
use instead of coats. 
His descrip­ 
tion of Mexican homes and home 
life, cooking and other customs 
was very graphic. 
All Catholic church property, Fr. 
Seifert explained, has been confis­ 
cated by the government. Churches 
have been turned into army bar­ 
racks and a famous Carmelite Mon­ 
astery of great beauty is now be­ 
ing used as a road house. The for­ 
mer altar is being used aa a bar. 
Churches that have been despoiled 
of the sacred vessels and articles 
of value, are being filled daily with 
worshippers, although no religious 
services and ceremonials have been 
permitted for more than two years. 
The famous shrine of Gaudalupe 
was described by Fr. Seifert as e 
most remarkably 
beautiful 
spot 
‘‘I have seen all of the famous and 
beautiful shrines of Christandom,” 
he said, “but to me this one, in 
Mexico, excelled them all.” 
A Spanish bull-fight, in which six 
bulls were killed in the presence 
of 40,000 blood-thirsty spectators, 
was described and proved a dra­ 
matic climax to a most colorful 
and fascinating travelogue.

Sen- 
ingly, he has paved th e way for 
gradual ad ju stm en t of th e land 
question, in the sense of its ad­ 
verse effect upon individual A m er­ 
ican interests.

brought 
about an era of good-will. 
A ct­ 
ing in a purely private capacity, 
he once had the religious question 
approaching a modus vivendi be­ 
tween the 
Mexican 
governm ent 
and the Catholic church. 
U nto­ 
w ard 
circumstances 
intervened 
and the prospect was not realized. 
Morrow's good offices as an indi­ 
vidual, not as am bassador, 
are 
still being exercised and persons 
in touch with th e situation have 
not abandoned hope of

provement. 
W hen Morrow reached Mexico, 
October 23, 1927, the relations of 
th e two governments w ere not the 
best and had been, during preced­ 
ing years, sometimes strained and 
now and then acutely so. Morrow 
has succeeded in substituting the 
friendliest relations th e countries 
have known for m any years.

New York, Nov. 26—<>P)—Two 
men who knew Arnold Rothstein. 
slain gambler king of Broadway. 
and a man and a 
woman ' who 
didn't, testified today before the 
grand jury investigating his death, 
and when they were done the arm 
of the law swung out and closed 
its hand on five shoulders in rapid 
succession. 
Two of the men who have been 
heard by the grand jury—the two 
who knew Rothstein—were among 
the five held 
None of the five was 
“arrested." in the technical mean­ 
ing of the word, but only were 
“held" as material witnesses. 
The five are “Nigger Nate" Ray­ 
mond. Martin (Red! 
Bowe, "Ti­ 
tanic Tommy” Thompson or Thom­ 
as. Jimmy Meehan and Sidney Sta- 
jer. 
Stajer and Bowe were ques­ 
tioned by the grand jury, the other 
two witnessee of the day being 
Mrs. Ruth Keyes, a Chicago cloak 
model, 
and 
Andrew J. Sheridan, 
one of the administrators of the 
.Rotrstein estate. 
’ All of the five detained except | 
Stajer are known to have been 
present at the high spade and stud 
poker game which police believe 
led. directly or indirectly, to the 
fatal shooting of Rothstein in a 
hotel room three weeks ago. 
Sta­ 
jer, who described himself as a 
clerk, is understood to have been 
a confidential secretary 
to 
the 
gambler.

In a written application for de­ 
tention of the five, District Attor­ 
ney Banton stated that he believed 
them necessary as material wit­ 
nesses, that such witnesses had 
been tampered with during his in­ 
vestigation, and that he was afraid 
they would not appear when want­ 
ed. 
Bail was set at $100,000 each for 
four of the men held aud at $10,000 
for Bowe. 
Banton said after the grand jury 
had adjourned for the day, that a

Willie” McCabe, agent for Roth­ 
stein. and that no trace had yet 
been found of George McManus, 
intimate of the
